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virtual agreement had allegedly been reached in the nego- 
tiations but in the very last moment Bandera refused to 
accept it * The negotiations were suspended in early 
February 1950, each group blaming the other lor the 
failure . The actual reason for tne failure was Bandera's 
fear of losing his dictatorial powers over nis party. He 
and his assistants are prepared to make ideological con- 
cessions only if they continue to be tne organisational 
masters* This, however, was not acceptable to the Melnik 
adherents.

The uu&Ts TMelnik Group) is a Ukrainian emigrant right-wing 

party with a rather vague platform. Leaders of the; party 
are Colonel A. Melnik and rro lessor Swyaty, and the office 
is in Aschaf f enburg« - Tne 0UN-K (Bandera Group) is an ext raae, 
radical and quasi-fascist right wing group whose leader is 
Stanislav Bandera and whose office is in Munich* The 0UK-R 
opposes the Ukrainian National Council (ONE) and insists on 
recognition of its own government (UGBR) 0 Tne OUK-R, as 
compared with tine 0UL-S, is strong- in organisation' but wealc 
in its ideologic, 'il platform. It belonged formerly to the 
Melnik Party from which it split later* 

Andriyevski is leader of the Belgian OUH-S Section and 
Kononenko is chief of the Bandera security service in Munich* 
Stetskb is closely connected vdth Bandera and Implicitly 
obeys the latter 5 8 order's* He is the Ho. 2 man in the OUL— R® 
Buchenko is bishop of the Ukrainian United Church© Ho is 
said to have urged the Handera group practically to suspend 
their cooperation with the Ukrainian National Council© 
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
